Forest Ranger H. A. Allen 
Injured As He Fell Fifty 
' Feet Down Side of Canyon 





Henry A. Allen, 59, forest rang- 
er of the Etiwanda district, was 
recovering today at his home in 
Victoria avenue from injuries sus- 
tained Wednesday afternoon in 4 
fall over a precipice in the eastern 
fork of Day canyon, which nar- 
rowly escaped proving. fatal.

Attend- 
ance records are kept and at the 
successful completion of the 
course a certificate is issued by 
the school showing the number 
of boxes the pupils can pack in 
a@ day. 

Approximately 20 to 25 days 
of four hours each are required 
to turn out a packer who can do 
excellent work at a moderate 
speed. 

More than 60 persons were 
trained in orange packing last 
spring at the Upland Citrus as- 
sociation packing house and next 
spring it is hoped the class will 
be continued. 

“This program emphasizes the 
chief aim of vocational educa- 
tion—to fit for useful employ- 
ment,” Kenneth Hanson, part- 
time co-ordinator, said. ‘The 
student is trained on the job and 
taught what is needed t> become 
a skilled worker.” 

Mrs. F. F. Palmer is head of 
the part-time department at 
Cneffey, and with Mrs. Jones and 
j Mr. Hanson the educational work 
is conducted.

That the school board has faith | 
in the rapid growth of the city 
is shown by the erection of a 
larger structure than the pres- 
ent attendance reuires. The 
building was so planned that an 
addition can also be erected at a 
minimum cost. 

The building faces on Eleventh 
avenue, with a 225-foot frontage. 
An auditorium, large enough to 
serve all the students, is located 
in the east wing.
